One of the master builders of Butler 
has fallen. Perhaps no man did more 
to infpress his personality upon the 
city and to make it what it is than 
Albert J. Mason, coming here in 1856 
when the town was still called Norris- 
town, woods and swamps were almost 
everywhere, no railroad had as yet 
come, He has ever stood fur advanced 
improvement, progress, education and 
christianity. 

He was the third child in the family 
of eight children of David and Sarah 
Masons He was born in Genessee coun- 
ty, N. Y., on the banks of the famous 
Lake Chautauqua, December 29, 1829. 
An incident related of his boyhood 
shows hischaracteristics. His intense 
love for his family produced homesick- 
ness. It was in the dead of winter, a 
snow as high as the top of the fences 
had fallen, he was working many miles 
from home, but not all of these proved 
sufficient obstacles to his indomitable 
will and powers. 

- In 1847 his parents moved with th 

family to Williams county, Ohio, =e 
tling near Montpelier. Everybody in 
those times had theague. The family

was called, who made a sad mistake 
administering for quinine, causing the 
death of four members of the fam- 
ily. The father and mother were bur- 
ied in one grave, the oldest brother and 
baby sistersoonfullowed Left among 
strangers, with.no one tocarefor him,

ject of this sketch and also the other 
children, were ‘‘bound out.’’| Thus 
left an orphan and thrown upon his 
own resources at the tender age of fif- 


teen and never having received any 
help from anyone, it is seen that he 
was a self-made man, and also largely 
self-educated The Mr. Backus to 
whom Bro. Mason was ‘‘bound’’ was a 
maker of fanning mills, working on 
these laid the foundation for his life 
work as carpenter, contractor and lum- 
ber merchant.

On March 27, 1853, being in his 
twenty-fifth year he was married to 
ITarriet M. Olds.

Mrs. Mason 
could remember the frequent visits of 
the Indians to her father’s cabin, the 
howl of wolves and roar of wild beasts 
were familiar sounds. 

Mr. Mason did much contract car- 
penter work while still living with his 
wife’s family four miles east of Norris- 
town, now Butler, walking back and 
soon, in 
1856, the rush of business made it im- 
parative that they move to Butlér. 
For many years he did practically all 
the contracting, during the boom years 
working aS many as three or four dif- 
ferent sets of hands. Ie built many 


of the largest resident and business 
blocks. He established his lumber 
business in 1875 and since 1880 has 
given his entire attention to it. For 
the last.thirty-two years his son, War- 
ren A., has been associated with him 
in the Nhusinesa, In an age noted for 
long hours of vigorous toil Mr. Mason 
was spoken of as a prodigy. Many 
stories are told of his peculiar tasks. 
When a boy the subject of oursketch 
was converted and joined the Baptist 
church’ The Methodist church how- 
ever was his choice... His parents had 
been Methodists before him, so when 
it was proposed to organize a Metho- 
dist church in Butler he became a 
charter member. He was an enthusi- 
astic worker in the church. Many 
times he has walked four miles to at- 
tend the prayer meetings. He was 
glad that his temporal prosperity 
enabled him to increase his gifts to the 
church. That the church may suc- 
ceed it is necessary that her members 
not only give liberally of their money, 
butitis just as necessary that they 
give liberally of their time. Bro. Ma- 
son recognized this, he considered it a 
debt he owed to God. His heart 
was in the church’s success as in thak 
of his own business. He was always 
in| attendance at the church services 
unless prevented by sickness, 
_ He has been president of the Board 
of. Trustees for a great many years. 
Held that position up until the time 
of his death. For many years he has 
been a member of the Masonic fratuni- 
ty} During the war he was an ardent 
supporter of the Union. Two of his 
brothers died in the army.

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MOST | BRUTAL MURDER 


Was ee initcad im Garrett—Mrs. 
Mattic Cannon was Killed 
_ By Edward Black. 


Onc of the worst crimes ever record- 
ed in the! history of our county was 
perpetrated at Garrett early ‘Thursday 
morning of last week, when Edward 
Black shot and killed, and then beat 
the brains gut of his former house- 
keeper, Mrs. Mattie Cannon, with tho 
gun stock. Sheriff Reed was called as 
was Coroner Baxter!and after the in- 
quest Black was brought to the county 
jail in thid city. 

Black owned a house in the south- 
west part of Garrett. He was a bach- 
elor and kept house for himself, About 
two years ago Mrs. Cannon went und 
made application to him to come there 
and do his'work. He was willing that 
she should if she would agree to cer- 
tain things, not best to publish. She 
would not and left. She came back 
several times receiving the samo un- 
swer, Finally she agreed to his terms 
and came as his honsekeeper. ‘They 
often quarreled, sometimes so fiercely 
he would command her to leave the 
-room and; even put ber out. She 
would stay away for a while but would 
come pack again only to have the 
same results. : 

On July 10, 1906, she purchased of 
him the property they were occupying. 
The terms were as follows. She was 
to pay him ip950 for the house and lot 
with $5 down and the same amouut 
each month until paid.

She 
was afraid to let him get the contract 
for fear he would destroy it. In the 
evening they went to the squire’s and 
feund no change had been mado at all. 
3eing better satisfied he left but not 
until she askod him whether he in- 
tended to work that night giving as 
explanation for asking |that this dago 
was afraid of him and would not dome 
home if he would be there.

They parted, he went 
lp town dnd she in company with 
Adam Houser, a man of 66 summers 
went home.

‘He took a few drinks 
went home and got his gun, swearing 
vengeance on this woman. He stud- 
ied the matter over and concluded 
that the house was locket, from the 
outside, The! houge is locked with a 
chain and padlock. When the house

He concluded she was'at some 
of the neighbors and accordingly. went 
through two of their. houses near by 
looking for her carrying his gun with 
him, After a careful search, under 
beds and ail, he concluded he would 
see if the lock was,on the outside.

od her over, shot the second time tear- 
ing a large hole through the central 
part of the body. ‘This not being 
enough, he proceeded to brain hor. Le 
knocked the entire top of her head off 
with the gun stock. the brains scat- 
tering over the room and clinging to 
the broken gun stock Houser, who 
was scared almost to death thinking 
he was next, was greatly relieved when 
Black told him not to worry, that he 
had nothing against him and would 
not hurt him. Black thought the 
Dago was there which miele him jeal- 
ously angry, . 

Houser went to give the alarm and 
met Night watch Caldwell within only 
@ short distance from the house on 
the hunt of ra ae he had been in- 
formed of him pfrading ground with 
the shot gun, He had been in that 
part of town after a drunken man 
when he received the word. Immedi- 
ately Black was arrested and held.for 
the sheriff and the coroner's inquest. 

Many times during their associations 
they had experienced great trounle and 
a8 Black declared himself, “I often 
had murder in my heart.” One of his 
most pathetic expressions made at the 
inquest was, “I'm not asking sympathy 
from pny one’ I took her Iife and ex, 
pect mine to be taken for it” In the 
jail this morning he seemed to feel re- 
joiced because he had got oven. What 
terrible spite he must have had stored 
up in his heart,

Life 
Corresponded. 


Andrew S. Casebeer was born in 
Tuscarawas county, Ohio, November 
4, 1804. His father had moved to this 
county in 1794 or ’95, following his 
bro.hers from Virginia who had made 
the first settlement in that county. 
His father was.the Methodist class 
leader, and lead the enterprise in the 
-building the first church erected in 
that county. At the age of twelve he 
felt himself a sinner in God's sight, 
he earnestly sought. and blessedly found 
pardon joining the Methodist church 
and remained a member until his death, 
over 89 years. 

In the year 1828 he was married to 
Elizabeth Knisely a neighbor girl. 
This union was blessed with ten chil- 
dren, six boys and four girls

survived by four sons and four daugh- | 


ters, thirty-four grandchildren and 
fifty-eight great-grandchildren. His 
wife Elizabeth died August 1, 1865, 
and by a later marriage one son was 
born making eleven children in all. 

Mr. Casebeer was one of the earliest 
pioneers of DeKalb county, Indiana, 
moving here in the fall of 1837 and by 
pluck and an abundance of hard work 
he hewed out a house in the primeval 
forest, a home in which the stranger 
or anyone in need was welcomed with 
open-hearted hospitality and bidden 
God-speed on his way.

The subject of this sketch was burn 
In Jersey City N.J. July 14, 1821, and 
departed this life May 13 1907, aged 
85 years, ? months and 29 days. She 
was the daughter of Jacob and Laney 
Smith, the father being a native of 
Ireland and the mother of New Jersey. 

At the age of 2 years her parents 
emlgrated to Carrol Co, Ohiv, where 
her early childhood was spent. In the 
year 1841, she with a widowed mother, 
one sister and two brothers again left 
their home and braved the desperate 
hardships and privations of pioneer 
travel. This time they located one 
mile west of Butler on the farm now 
owned by the Madden Bros. Here she 
lead an uneventful pioneer life till 
Dec. 19 1847 when she was married to 
Peter Noragon. This union began 
lifes dual struggle one half mile north 
of Franklin Center, then a vertible 
wilderness. Here they resided and 
endured the early hardships of pioneer 
life until in the year 1885 they moved 
to Butler. Here their companionship 
was broken by the death of her hus- 
band Peter Noragon, which occured 
Jan. 6, 1892. Since that date she has 
resided with her daughner Mrs. R. H. 
Murch, 

She was the mother of four children:- 
Milton Nuragon, Jennie Murch, Anna 
Platt and Della Noragon, three of 
which have preceeded her to the great 
beyond. She leaves to mourn her 
death one daughter Mrs. Jennie Murch, 
seven grandchildren and six great- 
grandchildren. 

She was a familiar tigure at the 
DeKalb Co. Pioneer Reunions for the 
past ten years, she being the last 
pioneer of Franklin Township. 

Mother Noragon was a woman of 
more than ordinary strength until a- 
bout five years ago, her health failed 
which, along with a severe fall render- 
ed her entirely helpless, 

Her years were years of usefulness, 
industry and toil, She was one of the 
Sturdy characters whose consistent 
and steadfast virtues adorn the early 
history of our county.

Frank Baxter, of Auburn, son of 
Attorney J. W. Baxter happened to 
be stopping at the hotel and was lost 
in the flames. His charred body was

Himes,of, Auburn, were also in the 
building and had narrow escapes. 

The hotel tuok file about 3:30 in the 
morning and it started in the elevator 
shaft. The flames soon filled the ele- 
vator shaft and the hall-ways so that 
the many guests of the hotel had no 
way of escape but out of the windows. 
Sume jumped out and were killed by 
the fall, others slid down telephone 
and electric light wires and others es- 
caped by various methods, but at least 
eleven persons perished in the flames.

It seems that about 1:30 in the morn- 
ing, he started home to his father’s 
on the south side.

But the above discovery tells all 
that is known about the accident. The 
train due at that time runs east and 
there must have been a freight or some 
other train going west at the same 
time and caught him throwing his 
body west where it was found. 


The body was taken to Brindleys’ 
undertaking establishment and the re- 
latives and the Coroner were notified. 
He avas not 80 badly mangled as might 
be supposed, though his face was cut 
in two places and a-‘large cut was 
found on top of the head. One of his 
legs was broken in two places. It 
was evident that death came instantly. 

‘Mr. Diehl was a bachelor.of about 
45 years of age. He was a genial fel- 
low with a host of friends.

Passed Away at His Home in Auburh, 
Tuesday Morning after a 
Brief Illness.

James E. Rose is no more. He 
passed away at 4:45 Tuesday morning 
ahis home in Auburn, after a short 
illness. Though dead, his many acts 
of kindness, his sunny disposition, his 
cordial greeting will live as long as 
those who knew him survive. These 
are pleasant recollections, they will 
do us good in the future when life 
looks dark for he always looked upon 
the happy ‘side casting gloom to the 
four winds and when we think of this 
admirable trait of his, it will encour- 
age us to emulate his example. We 
honor his memory, wesympathize with 
those who are today sad at his fireside. 


He was one of Indiana’s foremost 
citizens, a lawyer keen and forceful, 
honest and truthful, able and conscien- 
tious. He stood at the head of his 
profession, he was successful in his 
practice and always enjoyed the fullest 
confidence of his co-members at the bar 
and of his large clientele. 


James E. Rose was born December 
22, 1882 in Mecca, Trumbull county, 
Ohio, and died at his home on South 
Main street Auburn, Ind., at 4:45 a. 
m. Tuesday, April 20, 1909, aged 76 
years, 5 months and 8 days. He was 
a son of John and Sarah (Coats) Rose, 
the former a native of Maryland and 
the latter of New York; the ancestry 
of his mother tracing to England and 
his father to Scotland. 


When he was less than four years 
of age his parents left their comfort- 
able Ohio home for the purpose of es- 
tablishing themselves in a home in the 
new and unsettled region of north- 
eastern Indiana. The family consist- 
ed of six children, four sons. and two 
daughters, James E. being next to the 
youngest. 


The were thirty-one days in per- 
forming the journey to Indiana, arriv- 
ing in what is:now Stafford township, 
DeKalb county, on the third day of 
October, 1836. DeKalb county was 
then wilderness almost unbroken. It 
was amid the environemnts of those 
primeval conditions that the boyhood 
of James E. Rose opened. His play- 
ground was a labyrinth of stately trees 
and tangled vines. His first school 
was by the fireplace in his father’s 
cabin, his devoted mother being his 
preceptress. Such were his advan- 
tages for obtaining an education, and 
yet from these home instructions he 
was fitted to teach. a common school 
when sixteen years old. For the four 


following years he worked at home ,

from spring to autumn and taught 
school during the winter months, es- 
tablishing a reputation that reflected 
credit upon his mother teacher as*an 
instructor ard upon himself as well as 
a diligent and observant student. 


Yearning for an education of wider 
Scope and greater thoroughness than 
the schools of the county afforded, he 
arranged to enter the preparatory de- 
partment of the Michigan Weslyean 
University at Loenie, Mich. Here for 
the first time weré presented to him 
the aids for facilitating study and the 
more rapid acquirement of knowledge. 
Bringing into use the energies of a 
young and huoyant nature, he applied 
himself to study so enthusiastically 
that at the expirationof ayear he was 
qualified to enter upon the scientific 
course, which he vigorously pursued 
until May, 1858, with the exception of 
a brief period devoted to teaching to 
earn funds to defray his expenses. At 
the university he remained until the 
close of the junior year when he was 
united in marriage to Miss Mary J. 
Moss, of Loenie, Mich. 


Returning to his old home in DeKalb 
county, he resumed the laborious work 
of the farm, which went on uninter- 
rupted until October, 1862. At this 
time he accepted principalship of 
the Auburn public schools and a little 
latter entered the office of James B. 
Morrison to read law. 


This was the realization of his wish- 
es. The law was to his taste. His pro- 
gress was rapid, and in December 
1863, he opened a law office in Butler, 
having Hon, E. W. Fosdick for part- 
ner. Their business for a time was 
not large and combining practice with 
study his legal acumen was advanced 
and kept apace with the business of the 
office, which in a short time assumed 
profitable proportions. Upon the with-- 
drawal of Mr. Fosdick from the firm, , 
Mr. Rose successfully continued, grad- | 
ually increasing his practice. In Oc-. 
tober, 1872, he removed his office to 
Auburn, the county seat being an ad- 
vantageous place in which to practice. 

In July, of the next year he formed 
a partnership with the late Hon. E. 
D. Hartman, which continued under 
the firm name of Rose & Hartman until 
July, 1881 when it, was dissolved, Mr. 
Rose continuing the practice alone. 
Afterward the firm name became James 
E. and James H. Rose, James H. en- 
tering in partnership with his father 
in 1892. This firm grew in strength 
and business until they enjoyed the 
largest business of any firm north of 
Fort Wayne in northeastern Indiana. 
In addition to their large practice for : 
local people, they are the local attor- \ 
neys for the Baltimore & Ohio railroad, 
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the Wabash railroad and the Toledo & 
Chicago Interurban railway. 

For nearly “half.a century Mr. Rose 
had been actively identified with the 
Masonic fraternity and it was a mat- 
ter in which he took great pride. He 
was a student of Masonic law and for 
many years had been recognized as an 
authority on‘ questions of Masonic law 
and procedure. His Masonic{career be- 
gan: November 18, 1864, when. he was” 
initiated as an ‘:ntered apprentice in 
Forest Lodge No. 239 ‘at Butler, Ind- 
iana, and he passed the several degrees 
to that of Knight of Malta. 


In 1873, he united with the Presby- 
terian church in Auburn and has ever 
remained a faithful, consistent mem- 
ber. 

His political affiliations have been 
with the republican party since arriv- 
ing at his majority. Its principles he 
warmly espoused, contributing liber- 
ally of his time and money for its 
success, not for the personal -reward 
that it would bring him, but rather 
that he might have the consciousness 
of enjoying the performance of recog- 
nized duty. He was the nominee of his 
party for judge in 1876, but was de- 
feated_by Hiram 8. Tousley of Albion, 
the circuit then consisting of Steuben, 
Lagrange and Noble counties. He was 
present at the Jackson, Michigan, 
when the republican party was given 
‘birth. 


About three years ago the Baltimore, 
and Ohio and Chicago railroad company 
wanted a man from Indiana on their 
directorate and selected Mr. Rose. 

This was an unusual honor, it show- 
ed the confidence the men in charge of 
this company has in the integrity, and 
business ability of the deceased and at 
the time of his death he was: one :of 
the directors of this company. 


Mr. Rose was married three times. 
His first wife died February, 1872. His 
second wife, Miss Ellen D. Aldrich of 
Butler, died in 1873. His third mar- 
riage was to Miss Mary F. Nimmons, 
of Butler and who survives him. He 
also is survived by two sons Frank E. 
Rose, of Hastings, Colorado and, Judge 
James H. Rose of Auburn and four 
daughters, Mrs. George Beugnot of 
Auburn, Mrs. E. W. Atkinson of Gar- 
rett and Ella and Laura who are at 
home. He is also survived ‘by one 
brother, Madison S. Rose, of Chicago. 

The funeral will be conducted from 
the Presbyterian church on Friday af- 
ternoon at 2:30, Rev. W. M. Elliott, 
the pastor officiating.

Robert H. Weamer Passed Away at 
Daughter’s Home in Auburn.

Robert H. Weamer, died at the home 
of his daughter, Mrs. Brugh, in Au- 
burn, on Thursday evening of last 
week. The deceased lacked one day 
of being seventy years o'd. 


Mr. Weamer’s illness dates from a 
year ago when he was seized with the 
grip at his home in Hudson, and soon 
afterwards went to Auburn to make 
his home with his daughter. Since 
that time he has gradually failed and 
a few weeks. ago his illness assumed 
a critical nature. Bright’s disease 
developed again and death resulted. 


Mr. Weamer served 'three years in 
the Civi] war. After his return home 
in 1865 he went to Cardington, O., and 
published the Republican a few months. 
In |1868 he formed partnership with 
J. A. Myrtle in the publication of the 
Steuben Republican at Angola. In 
1874 he established the DeKalb Coun- 
ty Republican at Auburn and conduct-. 
ed it until 1879. In 1880 he became, 
the publisher of the Butler Record, 
and in 1881 established the Review, 
which he published until October, 
1884, when he sold out and became the 
proprietor of the Boovs House, which 
was changed to the Weamer House. 
The building was later used for the 
canning factory and recently torn 
down. He conducted this hotel until 
in 1886 he sold out and the year follow- 
ing went to Bristol, Ind., and, under 
lease, had charge of the Banner for 
jseven years. Retiring from this paper 
he-went in June of 1895 to Auburn 
and edited the Dispatch, which was 
then under the control of G. W. Gor- 
don, for two years, when he retired 
and established the Auburn Gazette. 
This paper he conducted for a year 
and then moved the plant to Hudson, 
where he published the paper under 
the name of the Hudson Banner, which 
in time was discontinued, Mr. Weam- 
er’s health having failed.him.

HORRIBLE DEATH 


Mrs. Curtis Sickatoose, of Waterloo, 
Burned to Death Saturday Evening. 


One of the most horrible of accidents 
fell to the lot of Mrs. Curtis Sickafoose 
at Waterloo, Saturday evening. Mrs. 
Sickafoose had been at a neighbor’s 
in the afternoon and returning just a 
little late for the preparation of the 
evening meal, the fire, as often is the 
case, did not burn as rapidly as she 
wished. To hasten it the coal oil can, 
again as often is done, was sought and 
she poured a quantity upon the smould- 
ering embers, only to have the seem- 
ingly dormant fire leap to life, the coal 
oil can exploded and herself complete- 
ly saturated and enveloped in flames. 
She ran to the door and into the yard, 
her clothing, with the exception of her 
shoes, being entirely burned off her 
body and her fJesh literally cooked. 
The house was also in danger and the 
fire company called but neighbors and 
people passing the house rushed to her 
assistance subduing the flames in the 
houge, but too late for her, her terrible 
agony being relieved by death at ten 
o’clock the same evening.

When the fatal shot was fired Hugh 
was standing in front-of the switch- 
board The McDonald boy was also 
standing there, at his side, and did not 
see the Dellenbaugh boy in the very 
act of taking he life! of his boyhood 
friend. He heard the crack of the gun 
and saw Hugh fall to the couch, that 
partially caught the limp form, and the 
blood spurt from the gaping wound 
back of his left ear. 

Both of the boys ran from the office 
and the McDonald boy to the Thomas 
home while Dellenbaugh stood scream- 
ing in front of the building and wring- 
ing his hands in anguish. Young’ Me- 
Donald thought Hugh had shot himself 
and so told Mr. Thomas but Dellen- 
baugh cried, ‘‘I shot Hughie’’ as the 
father approached. The dying boy’s 
father and Dr, Allin were at the scene 
in.a very short. time: and had only 
enough time to turn the lad over be- 
fore his last breath was drawn. 


The remains were borne ane event- 
ually. The Dellenbaugh boy went 
home nearly crazedwith grief and could 
not' give much of an explanation until 
in the evening when Coroner Briggs 
arrived to hold an inquest.

Donald, the city scavenger, |found a 
fully developed girl baby wrapped in 
asblack skirt and deposited in the 
vault. Coroner Briggs was called, 
also Dr. Fanning but the babe was so 
badly decomposed that it was impos, 
sible to tell much about , ‘how long it 
had} been buried there but in the judg- 
ment of thése men life had been ex- 
tinet at ve two weeks and probably 
even a month. 

The unknown abandoned child was

The child had red hair and from the 
fact that it was fully developed, it is 
concluded that it was murdered either 
at the time or after birth.

To round out. his eduea- 
tion he entered Wittenberg college at 
Springfield. Then came an event in 
the historyfof the country that changed 
the life plans of many a young man. 
The war of the rebellion broke out in 
all its fury. The young student 
hastened to offer his support and en- 
listed in Co. E of the 11th Indiana 
Infantry. He served throughout the 
war and was engaged in a number of 
the leading battles and was wounded. 
For meritorious services he was pro- 
moted, but on account of his wounds 
he was forced to resign in 1864 and 
engaged in business in Spencerville. 
In 1866 he was married to Kate A. 
Metzger a daughter of Judge Metzger 
of Fort Wayne, and to them three 
children were born.

R. Leighty, survives. 

Mr. Leighty was always a leader in

Grover Cleveland Ensley, the ~man 
who shot and killed Edward McLeod 
at Garrett, the night of August 10, is 
a free man. “Twelve men listened to 
the evidence in the case and Saturday 
night returned a verdict of ‘‘not 
guilty,’’ virtually placing the stamp 
of approval on the act. Two ballots 
were taken. 


The unwritten law cut a wide swath 


in the cause, although the defense did 
not base its case on that, but on the 
allegation that the shooting was ac- 
cidental and the crime was committed 
while in the act of arresting the man 
who was breaking up the defendant’s 
home and eloping with his wife. 


At first, and until the trial was 
Well on, the shooting was generally 
looked upon as a cold blooded murder. 
The defendant, from his very first 
incarceration, has been very reticent 
and has not even dropped a word to 
the public as ta what his defense 
would be.

the popular verdict of premeditated 
and malicious killing began to change 
to justifiable shooting and was finally 
returned as accidental] and justifiable 
killing.

The State’s attorneys, H. E. Hart 
man and C. S. Smith, made a hard up- 
hill fight to convict the defendant and 
pleaded ably and forcefully for a ver- 
dict of guilty but there were too many 
odds against them. Mr. Smith made 
the closing plea. 


Oliver J. Ensley, cousin of the de- 
fendant, a young California attorney, 
made the opening plea for the defense 
and proved a real orator. J. E. 
Pomeroy occupied the most of the 
time for the defendant and no effort 
of Mr. Pomeroy was ever any greater 
than this one. His argument was 
logically presented and driven home 
with a fervor that clinched it. 


Since the verdict that set Mr. Ens- 
ley free there has been in circulation 
rumors that he and his wife would 
make up their difference and would 
live together again.

The proposition 
was then made and finally accepted 
by Mrs. Ensley that she and her sister 
could go to Garrett, occupy the house, 
get her clothes and all her property 
patked and Wednesday she and Miss 
Switzer were to: take the train for 
Howard, Pennsylvania, where their 
people live. Ina few weeks Ensley 
will begin an action for a divorce. —

Catherine Gehring was born in the 
Castle of Keumburg Wittenburg, Ger- 
many, January 5, 1842. 

At the age of 14 years, after the 
death of her father and her mother 
having married again, she came to 
America with her mother and step- 
father and located at Reading, Pa,, 
where she resided until the year 1866, 
and at said place she formed the ac- 
quaintance of Conrad Gehring, to 
whom she was subsequently united in 
marriage, which event occurred Sep- 
tember 4, 1862. 

To this blessed union were born six 
children, four girls and two boys, three 
of the daughters and one son having 
preceded the mother to the land of 
endless day, while one son, Jacob, re- 
siding at Fort Wayne, Ind., and one 
daughter, Anna, to whom was com- 
mitted the care of this ideal svint of 
the Lord in her later days upon earth, 
and who permitted to close the eyes 
of her darling mother in that last sleep 
from which none ever wake to weep 

After a period of four years residence 
in Reading, Pa., she came with her 
family to Butler, Ind, at which time 
it was known as Jarvis, Ind., where 
the remainder of her earthly life was 
spent and where she fell asleep Friday 
morning, December 20, 1912 

Conrad Gehring, her husband, went 
to live with Jesus January 6, 1905. 

His departure was a great test of the 
faith of this dear saint, because of their 
great attachment to each other, but 
she claimed the promise ‘‘I will be the 
husband to the widow and the father 
of the fatherlesa,”” and immeaiately His 
sustuining grace became sufficient and 
she reconsecrated her life anew to the 
Lord, and often after that she said to 
her trusted friends ‘‘I know He is able 
to keep that which I have committed 
to Him against that day.” 

Sister Gehring was converted from 
sin unto God at Edgerton, Uhio, in 
the old Fish Creek charch of the Evan 
gelical Association church, in the year 
1872, better than forty years ago. That 
the work was well done and of the 
Lord, no one called in question, be 
cause her daily life was ample testi 
mony to that fact. 

During the pastorate of the Sainted 
Rev: Paddycord she felt that it was 
her christian duty to trausfer her mem- 
bership from the Germano Lutheran 
church in Edgerton, Ohio, to the

because the church was not spiritual, 
she never said it is so cold there aud 
the mewbership 18 all buckslidden and 
I can’t get any food there, t must unite 
with some special click, whose nomen 
Clature is, ‘’we are the holiness echurct 
aud preach the gospel in its purity.” 
Her position was this: If the church

Frank W. Wills, editor and part 
proprietor of the Press, was born in 
the city of Syracuse, N. Y., June 12, 
1842, the son of Henry and Emeline 
(Hewitt) Willis. Henry Willis fol- 
lowed canal-boating and other occupa- 
tions in New York State, and in 1844 
came to DeKalb county, settling on a 
tract of land in Richland township. 
Here he resided, engaged in farming, 
until 1864, when, being elected sheriff 
of the county, he removed to Water- 
loo. He held the office four years, or 
two terms, and then purchased the 
interest of C. K. Baxter in the book 
store owned by that gentleman and 
Frank W. Willis. His wife died at 
Waterloo, August 10, 1875. 

Mr. Willis was reared on the farm 
and attended the common schools. He 
also studied at Orland Seminary and 
at the Auburn and Waterloo high 
schools. In 1861 he offered his ser- 
vices to hia country, enlisting in the 
Forty-fourth Indiana Volunteer In- 
fantry Company K. and remained in 
the army a little over three years. 
Returning home after his discharge, 
he was appointed assistant assessor 
and deputy collector for the Tenth 
Congressional District, by William 
Pitt Fessender, secretary of the treas- 
ury under Andrew Johnson. He satis: 
faetorily discharged the duties thua 
assumed, for four years. In January 
1867, he purchased the book store of 
H. K. Davis and C. K. Baxter pur- 
chasing that of T. Y. Dickinson, the 
two then consolidated their business 
under the firm name of Baxter & 
Willis.: ‘In. December 1808, as before 
stated, Ais. father: purchased Mr. Bax- 
ter’s. interest... -He was. interested in 


both the paper and the store at the 
time of death. 
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Sept. 27,| 1868, he was married tox 
Josephine (Dickinson and they had 
nine children, Gertrude Hornaday, of 
Washingtor , D. C.;' Herbert C. of 
Waterloo and partner of his father in 
business; Fred, of Indianapolis; Ray- 
mond £, and Edward D. of Angola;

Four years ago he was stricken with 
paralysis and’ has keen a constant 
sufferer since that time. Until with- 
in the last year he was able to go a- 
bout in a wheel chair, but since that 
time he has been confined to his bed, 


where he has been faithfully cared 


for by his wife and daughter. 

Mr. Van Dusen was born in Marion, 
Wayne county: ‘New York on July 24, 
1834 and was one of twelve children. 
He was the son of Mr. and Mrs. Hiram 
Van Dusen. Late in the fifties he 
left the paternal home going to Ohio 
where he settled at a town known as 
Lyons in Fulton county. Here he en- 
gaged in farming until he year of 64 
when he joined the army. He served 
three months in Company D, Thir- 
teenth Regt., Ohio volunteers when 
he was taken sick, and after spending 
a time in the army hospital was given 
an honorable discharge and sent home. 

In 1866 he moved to Kendallville, 
where he met Miss Lydia Otis and on 
May 11, 1867 they were married.

Well Known. ea Settler. and Soldier 
‘Died. at Waterloo Tuesday 
Morning.

There passed away at Waterloo 
shortly before the hour of eleven 
o’clock Tuesday morning a man who 
at one time was a distinguished figure 
in the history of DeKalb county. 

Gen’! L. J.| Blair for years has been 
the oldest settler in the county. In 
the year 1836 his father, John Blair, 
came from Franklin county. —Ohio, 
with his family and settled on a piece 
of Jand about a mile north and east of 
the present town of St. Joe. Here 
the family was reared, the children 
picked up what education they could 
and Lew Blair, like his brothers, 
worked at the cultivation of their 
farm. His friends in after years en- 
joyed hearing him tell stories of those 
early days, the’ parties. the church 
gatherings, the barn buildings and 
school days were all SUE ‘with ine 
cidents. | 

Tired of farm life.he took up his 
residence in what is now Newville, 
and in time hung out his shingle as 
an attorney. . 

Then came on the war times with 
all their stirring incidents. Lew 
Blair was a strong union man and had 
a longing to enlist. One day while 
working on 2 straw stack on a farm 
near by Joseph Rainer, who is. living’ 

in Auburn at this present day, urged 
Blair to go to Indianapolis and -get a 
commission to form a company and 
furnished the ‘money to pay his ex-. 
penses. On his return a recruiting

office was opened in’ Newville and in 
a short time ‘one hundred and. ten men - 
had signed the: roll and’ ‘Lew Blair 
was elected captair and the company 
was mustered in as Company. ‘HH of:the 
sie ipidbome-dcheren Indiana: Infantry tHe:

General. Daring tl the war he made 
visits home and made loyal speechs 
and aroused the ipatriotic sentiments 
of the people, perhaps more than af\y 
other soldier that went forth eo 
DeKalb county. 

He made his home in Auburn where 
he opened a law office, and began the 
active practice of his profession. 
1865, as a reward for his services, th< 
grateful people of this county electex 
him as county treasurer. During the 
second year of his administration the 
safe:of the treasurer’s office was 
opened and looted of about twenty 
thousand dollars. There were wild 
stories afloat at the time and some 
tried to implicate Lew Blair in the 
robbery. Political enemies sought his 
overthrow, but they were not success- 
ful. 

After his term of ottice expired he 
moved to Waterloo, which at that 
time was a thriving town and vupened 
a law office and continued -in active 
practice until about sixteen years 
ago, when he closed his office, sold 
his books and lived from the pension 
he received. 

For more than eight years he has 
suffered from locomotor ataxia and 
would fall helpless on the steets. In 
the last few years he was almost 
blind and could not distinguish the 
members of his own family. In the 
summertime his familiar form could 
be seen. under the shade of the trees 
he planted in front of his residence 
near the depot at Waterloo.—Auburn 
Star.

Helen Deitzen of Franklin Township 
Meets a Horrible Death. 

Helen, the twelve year old daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Nicholas: Deitzen, of 
Franklin township, was horribly burn- 
ed at 6 o’clock Tuesday morning, 
when a can of kerosene oil exploded 
enveloping the victim in flames.
